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DETAILED ACTION 

1 The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: proper 
reference to the reissue parent application should be included in the first paragraph of 
page 1 of the instant specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 22, "the lift arm second end" in line 2 and "the lift arm" in the last two lines lack 
antecedent basis. 

3. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as applicant has failed to pay the 
required maintenance fees on the parent patent. A reissue application can only be 
granted for the unexpired portion of the term of the original patent. See In re Morgan . 
990 F.2d 1230, 26 USPQ2d 1392 (Fed. Cir. 1983). 

4. Claims 1-30 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,019,431. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the patent claims encompass all of the limitations of the application 
claims and thereby anticipate the application claims. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 and 24-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sims '239. 

Sims teaches a device which could be used to handle yard waste including a wheeled 

frame 18 with members as broadly claimed, a dump box (26,44+) movable between 

loading and dump positions and including walls as broadly claimed, a movable front box 

wall 92, dump box pivoting means 80, and front wall moving means 98. 

Claim 1 , the dump box is deemed mounted on a forward end of the frame as broadly 

claimed - note "forward" per se is a relative term. 

Claim 24, the device is configured as broadly claimed. 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claim 23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sims '239. 
Sims '239 teaches all of the claimed features as discussed above but teaches the 
device is mounted on a trailer. 

Attaching dump assemblies to truck frames is notoriously well known in the art. In order 
to facilitate transport of the dump assembly of Sims, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to replace the trailer frame with a truck and corresponding 
truck frame.
